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FOOD ADDITIVE 
CLEARANCES 


The Food and Drug Administration 
has announced conditions which must 
be met by manufacturers to obtain 
further time extensions for safety 
clearances of food additives authorized 
by the new law just signed by Presi- 
dent Kennedy. 

Commissioner of Food and Drugs 
George P. Larrick pointed out that 
the new law, which specifies a final 
cut-oll date of June 30, 1964, does not 
automatically grant further  exten- 
sions. Mr. Larrick said, however, that 
previously granted or pending exten- 
sions would be continued in effect 
until July 1, 1961, to enable submittal 
of the necessary information and _ its 
evaluation by regarding sub- 
stances for which further extensions 
are believed warranted. 

Mr. Larrick pointed out that no ex- 
tension can be granted unless the sub- 
stance involved can be shown to pre- 
no undue risk to the public 
health during the extension period. 

Requests for extension of time be- 
yond July | will be considered if the 
following information is promptly sub- 
mitted,

VEGETABLES FOR 

PROCESSING 
Prospective planted acreage of 7 
principal vegetable crops for commer- 
cial processing this year is 9% more 
than year ago but 2°% below average, 
according to the U.S.D.A. Crop Re- 
porting Board. All crops except spin- 
ach for which intended 1961 acreage 
is now available show acreage in- 
creases. Crops with more acreage than 
last year are: Lima beans, 12%; snap 
beans, 7°%; cabbage for kraut (contract 
only), 69%; sweet corn, 9%; green peas, 
13°; tomatoes, 7%. Prospective spin- 
ach acreage is down 4%. Intended 
acreage of all crops except peas and 

tomatoes are above average. 


USDA PESTICIDE SUMMARY 

The completely revised USDA “Sum- 
mary of Registered Agricultural Pesti- 
cide Chemical Uses” has just been is- 
sued by the Pesticides Regulation 
Branch of the Agricultural Research 
Service. This is a loose-leaf, 682-page 
list of registered pesticide chemical 
uses, alphabetized according to chem- 
ical names with the crops on which the 
chemicals can be used listed with ap- 
propriate tolerances (if any), maximum 
dosages per acre, and limitations upon 
use. This is a reference book of legal 
label directions and does not contain 
recommendations of the Department 
of Agricalture on selection and use of 
pesticide chemicals. 

All processors who have been re- 
ceiving the summary in the past should 
automatically receive a copy of the 
1961 issue shortly. Others may purchase 
this publication for $2.75 from the 
Superintendent of Documents, U. S. 
Government Printing Office, Washing- 
ton 25, D. C.

ROGERS-WALLA WALLA 
MERGE 

Rogers Canning Company, Milton- 
Freewater, Oregon, and Walla Walla 
Canning Company, Walla Walla, 
Washington, merged, effective April 1. 
The new firm is now known as Rogers 
Walla Walla Canning Company. 
Headquarters are at Milton-Freewater. 
The merger joins two of the largest 
independent canners in the North- 
west. Rogers has been known as one 
of the largest independent pea can- 
ners in the country, and Walla Walla 
is a large canner of peas, corn, as- 
paragus, spinach, and peas and car- 
rots. 


Stokely-Van Camp of Indianapolis 
has leased and will operate the $3,500,- 
000 pineapple plant at Barcelaneta, 
Puerto Rico, which is owned by the 
Puerto Rico Government. The plant 
is now packing more than | million 
cases of pineapple a year and has 
capacity for larger output. It has 
been operated by the Land Authority 
of Puerto Rico. Stokely’s lease is for 
15 years with option of renewal. 
Stokely and the Land Authority will 
share in the profits or losses from the 
operation. The Land Authority will 
continue to control the production of 
pineapple. 


Campbell Soup Company will build 
a multi-million dollar food processing 
plant near Paris, Texas, which is 
scheduled for completion late in 1963. 
First production from the new plant 
will be soups and bean and spaghetti 
products. Initially the nearly 1 mil- 
lion square foot plant will employ 
about 750 persons.

1960 FROZEN POTATO 
PACK UP 50% 

Production of frozen potato product, 
in the U. S. amounted to 551,391,855 
pounds in 1960, according to a survey 
just completed by the National Asso 
ciation of Frozen Food Packers. This 
is nearly 50% greater than last year’ 
record pack of 371.1 million pounds 
and is nearly 7 fold greater than the 
first pack of 7.7 million pounds re- 
corded only 7 years ago in 1953. Ex- 
cluding citrus, the pack of frozen pota- 
toes and products exceeds all other 
frozen fruits or vegetables and, again 
excluding citrus, represents esti- 
mated 25°, of the total frozen fruit and 
vegetable pack. 

The regional production — pattern 
continued its shift to the West. As 
recently as 1955 production was evenly 
divided, but in 1960 the East accounted 
for only 21% of the pack—the West 
79%. However, the volume of prod- 
ucts frozen for the retail trade was 
about the same in each producing re- 
gion. The substantial increase in West- 
ern production was in institutional and 
bulk pack. 

Frozen French fried potatoes ac- 
counted for about 819% of total 1960 
production. The nine ounce carton 
remains the predominant retail pack- 
age but the one pound container is 
rapidly increasing in popularity. The 
4-5 pound package remains the most 
common small institutional size. This 
year a substantial increase was noted 
in the use of the thirty pound con- 
tainer in the larger institutional cate- 
gory.

Irregularity Develops on Odd-Lot Clear- 
ances—Buyers Generally Adhere to Fol- 
low-The-Market Policy—Improvement in 
the Economy Instills Confidence

‘THE SITUATION.—Canned foods 
prices are developing a little irregu- 
larity as the 1960 pack marketing year 
nears an end, with some canners mak- 
ing price concessions in an effort to 
clear out their warehouses before the 
new pack starts coming in. On an 
over-all basis, however, it is far from 
a buyers’ market and there is no wide- 
spread inclination on the part of can- 
ners to liquidate carryovers. On the 
contrary, packers in some instances 
are of the belief that new pack levels 
will be sufficiently over current values 
to suggest the advisability of carrying 
some unsold 1960 pack goods into the 
coming marketing year. 

THE OUTLOOK.—Chains and 
wholesalers, in general, are still ad- 
hering to a “follow-the-market” policy 
in making replacements, with a few 
minor exceptions covering such items 
as salmon, where a complete cleanup 
fron: first hands is indicated prior to 
the arrival of new pack. The signs of 
improvement in the economy are 
giving business more confidence in the 
near-term outlook, distributors 
believe that sales of foods, includin - 
the canned product, will continue the 
strong upsurge which has character- 
ived the food market in recent years. 

OMATOES.—The market in the

BEANS.—Canners in the east are 
showing more willingness to consider 
bids on green beans, and standard 
round pod cut were reported avail- 
able at $1.15, with extra standards at 
$1.25 and fancy ranging $1.40 up- 
wards. Standard cut wax beans are 
holding at $1.20 in most instances, 
with extra standards at $1.45 and 
fancy at $1.65. 

PEAS.—Moderate inquiry for peas 
for prompt shipment is reported, with 
the market showing a steady tone. 
‘Tri-state canners are holding standard 
pod run sweets at $1.35 to $1.40, with 
extra standards at 91.40 and fancy at 
$1.45 to $1.60, as to seller. Standard 
3-sieve Alaskas command $1.35, with 
extra standard 2-sieve at $1.45, and 
fancy ranging from $1.65 for 3-sieve 
up to $2.50 for l-sieve. In the Mid- 
west, standards are available at $1.30 
and up, with extra standards at $1.35 
minimum and fancy 3-sieve at $1.60 
to $1.65, with l-sieve, where available, 
commanding $2.60-$2.65 on Alaskas. 

CORN.—Offerings from first hands 
continue to dwindle as canners clear 
up unsold corn carryover stocks, and 
the market is firm. Tri-state canners 
quote extra standards at $1.45 to $1.50, 
with fancy holding on the basis of 
$1.60-$1.65. In the midwest, extra 
standards are bringing $1.50 or better, 
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with fancy at $1.65. Where available, 
standard corn is held at $1.40, but 
few canners are in position to offer 
this grade. 

SPINACH.—A little inquiry is re- 
ported in spinach, eastern canners 
holding fancy 303s at $1.40, with 214s 
at $2.10 and 10s at $7.50. California 
is the low seller, with fancy 303s of- 
fering at $1.20, 214s at $1.75 and 10s 
at $4.85. 

CITRUS.—Selling competition in 
Florida citrus juices remains keen, 
with more competition likewise com- 
ing from the frozen and chilled prod- 
uct at the retail level. Current canner 
offerings on single strength juice find 
grapefruit juice 2s at 95 cents on both 
sweetened and natural, with 46-ounce 
at $2.10. On blended, 2s are held at 
$1.30 and 46-0z. at $3.00. Natural 
orange juice 2s hold at $1.6214, with 
46-ounce at $3.85, while on the sugar- 
added pack canners quote 2s at $1.5714 
and 46-ounce at $3.75. Fancy grape- 
fruit sections, in 303s, are quoted at 
$1.90, with broken at $1.62. Fancy 
citrus salad 303s continue strongly 
held on the basis of $2.50 per dozen, 
all f.0.b. Florida canneries. 

WEST COAST FRUITS.—Cali- 
fornia canners marketing under na- 
tionally-advertised brands are seeking 
to speed up the movement of cling 
peaches, and have made some price 
reductions. Buffet tins of sliced are 5 
cents a dozen lower at $1.2714, with 
21s reduced 10 cents to $2.65 and 
303s showing a similar reduction to 
$1.8714. . . . Movement in fruit cock- 
tail has slowed, insofar as new business 
is concerned, and apricots, cherries, 
and pears are also quiet, with the ex- 
ception of 10s, which continue in rela- 
tively active demand. Some canners 
expect a late fruit buying movement 
from distributors, based on the ex- 
pectation that early-season develop- 
ments may point substantially higher 
costs on the coming pack. 


RSP CHERRIES.—Continued firm- 
ness rules in red sour pitted cherries, 
under limited canner offerings. Water 
pack 303s continue quoted at $2.10 
and upwards, with 10s ranging $13.50 
upwards, as to seller. 
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SALMON.—Distributors will have a 
hard time in keeping their private 
brands of salmon on the shelves in 
some instances during the next few 
months, as a result of a cleanup in 
packer hands and absence of resale 
offerings from the market. Packers 
report Is sold up on pinks and chums, 
with limited offerings of halves at $16 
and $14-$15 per case, respectively. 
Fancy red Alaska talls are held at $37 
in most instances, with halves at $23- 
$25 per case, all f.0.b. Seattle basis. 

SARDINES.—Maine sardine pack- 
ers are predicting a tight supply situa- 
tion for the near term. While the 
canning season in Maine opens by law 
April 15, canners do not expect much 
packing to be done until June. April 
1 canner inventories were reported at 
158,260 cases of keyless and 55,821 
cases of keys, with consignment stocks 
totaling 249,760 and 41,844 cases, re- 
spectively. Meanwhile, the market 
holds steady with a little more buying 
interest developing. 


CHICAGO MARKET 


Lack of Offerings Slows Market—In- 
terest Centers on New Packs—Unfavor- 
able Weather Retards Pea Planting— 
Year of Orderly Marketing Foreseen

THE SITUATION.—It’s a_ very 
dull market at best these days as there 
is really very little to stimulate a 
buyer’s interest in any kind of volume 
commitments. Most distributors seem 
content to buy it as they need it 
keeping a watchful eye on the occa- 
sional small lots of short items that 
crop up from time to time and which 
are quickly taken out of circulation. 
Some of the packers of advertised 
brands have initiated special deals on 
a wide variety of fruits and vegetables 
in their efforts to stimulate activity 
but the average independent is show- 
ing little concern. Actually, most of 
them couldn’t do much about the 
situation anyhow as they are having 
their troubles trying to stretch out 
available supplies until another pack 
is ready. 

The trade’s interest has been chan- 
neled toward new packs as when these 
are ready they hope to finally replen- 
ish stocks now so badly needed. How- 
ever, so far Mother Nature is not lend- 
ing a helping hand here in the Midwest 
as cold sloppy weather continues to 
retard pea planting with canners anx- 
iously waiting to get under way. Local 
canners will be pushing hard to come 
up early with new supplies of peas 
and corn as first offerings will be 
quickly sold and shipped to an eager 
market. Despite this anticipated de- 
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mand, canners appear to be arranging 
acreage in a sensible fashion as it has 
taken a long time to lift prices to a 
profitable level and they have little 
enthusiasm for any more of purplus 
market selling. Besides, many of the 
fringe operators are now gone making 
the job a lot easier than it was in the 
past. This could be a year of orderly 
marketing. 


CORN.—Market activity on corn at 
present consists of shipments against 
preseason commitments where a buyer 
still has something left to ship and 
the immediate sale of the occasional 
small lots that seem to come up out of 
nowhere. Every buyer has any grade 
of tens on his short list but even the 
occasional lots of tens are gone. Stand- 
ard 303s from local sources are also a 
thing of the past which leaves nothing 
but a minimum of extra standards and 
fancy grade still changing — hands. 
Fancy 303s are selling at $1.65 to $1.70 
while extra standards are bringing 
$1.50 to $1.55. A real tight market. 

PEAS.—A situation quite similar to 
that which exists on corn except sup- 
plies are a little less tight. Tens are 
in the worse shape followed closely by 
standard 303s all of which are eagerly 
sought by almost every buyer. Both 
Wisconsin and Illinois canners are 
ready to start planting as soon as 
weather permits as everyone will be 
trying hard for an early packing start. 
Sales for shipments off the line will 
be heavy this season and that kind of 
business is always intriguing to any 
canner. 

BEANS.—Price shading by New 
York canners on fancy cut green and 
wax beans which was something diffi- 
cult to understand has come to an end 
with prices now back to where they 
belong. Wisconsin canners are well 
sold and have no intention to follow 
the New York action. Generally, 
fancy three cut green beans are held 
at $1.45 to $1.50 for 303s and $8.00 
for tens with fancy fours at $1.40 and 
$7.50. French style cuts continue very 
tight with the price on unsold stocks 
going up to $1.70 and higher. Should 
be a very firm market. 

KRAUT.—This market has now 
settled down to a stabilized basis and 
should continue that way for the bal- 
ance of the season. Price cutting in 
New York upset the apple cart for 
local canners who were very reluctant 
to meet the situation because their 
stock position indicated otherwise. 
However, competition being what it 
is, they finally met the situation and 
prices now are generally quoted at 
$1.271%4 for 303s, $1.75 for 214s and 
$5.85 for tens. 


TOMATOES.—There has bec) 
some price shading on standard 
matoes in the South and also by some 
Eastern processors but canners here 
are in no mood to reduce present diy 
quotations. They see California ca:- 
ners paying $30.00 per ton for new 
pack acreage and they feel a lot more 
confident. Even though Coast canners 
now appear to have sufficient acreage 
under contract, they can’t become too 
competitive in view of raw stock costs. 
Currently, standards from Midwest 
sources are bringing $1.10 for ones, 
$1.45 for 303s and $2.35 for 214s with 
no tens available. 

TOMATO PRODUCTS.—Price 
cutting on 14 oz. fancy catsup by can- 
ners of advertised brands has weak- 
ened the independents’ position to 
where they are also doing some of the 
same. They market has been holding 
at $1.80 for quite some time but re- 
cently goods have been sold here as 
low as $1.6714. On the other hand, 
fancy tens are firm and going higher 
indicating the strange kind of business 
we are in. Fancy tomato juice is be- 
ginning to show some kind of progress 
pricewise although 46 oz. still can be 
purchased as low as $2.35 from local 
canners. There are also those Cali- 
fornia canners still willing to accept 
business at $2.50 although the market 
is supposed to be $2.65. 

CITRUS.—Here is a market that is 
still a long ways from finding a stable 
basis with the trade showing an ex- 
treme lack of confidence. Prices con- 
tinue to vary somewhat with the mar- 
ket quoted at $3.85 for 46 oz. orange 
juice, $3.00 for blended and $2.10 for 
grapefruit juice. However, it is diffi- 
cult to find a buyer willing to pay 
these prices because it is no trick to 
buy for less and just how much less as 
time goes by seems open to question. 

WEST COAST FRUTTS.—A quiet 
market generally with shipments now 
nothing more than routine. The trade 
continue to feature fruit cocktoil 
which they purchased at less than |o- 
day’s list and also some real barea n 
lots of freestone peaches but oth r 
than that canned fruit is on the shclf 
and that’s about all. Prices contin e 
unchanged.

eption and the promotions apply 
to the short supply vegetables as well 
as the ample supply fruits. On the 
short items, independents say con- 
cessions are not justified, and they are 
not disposed to meeting this competi- 
tion. Advertised brands, however, pro- 
ject even short supplies to last 
throughout the full season by raising 
prices early, pro-rate by the quarter 
by allocation, etc. They now wish to 
assure clean-up of the last quarter be- 
fore the new packs, hence, both are 
right, in their overall plan, and_ in- 
dependents are faced with the same 
problem, and must face up to each 
item in relation to his own supply 
situation, 

The big question here is whether 
the independents will or will not make 
concessions from the current $2.40- 
$2.45 price on No. 21% choice clings 
in response to an advertised brand's 
reduction in price from $2.75 per doz- 
en to $2.65 per dozen. As of this 
writing, independents are refusing 
further concessions on the basis that 
the differential is normal in spite of 
the advertised brand reduction.
